DECLARED ACCIDENT 
BY CORONER'S UR 


Stepfather and Uncle Say 
They Are Dissatisfied With 
Verdict, But Will Take No 
Further Action. 


STORY OF SHOOTING 
TOLD JURY BY WIDOW 


“I Don’t Know Why I Did 
It,” Mrs. Paisley Declares 
Ford Told Her After He 
Received Wound. 


At the conclusion of an inquest that 
lasted five hours Sunday, the coroner's 
jury decided at 2 o’clock that Al Ford, 
the popular advertising man, died as 
the result of a bullet wound inflicted 
accidentally by his own hand. 

When the body had been laid to rest 
in West View cemetery at 4:30 o'clock, 
following impressive funeral ceremo- 
the dead man’s widow boarded a 
at the Terminal station to hurry 
to the bedside of her mother in New- 
nan, who is dying. She received this 
information in a telegram which 
delivered at her home just before 
hnsband’s funeral service. 

R. M. Wiley, the stepfather of Ford, 
and Robert Raines, his uncle, stated 
after the inquest that, although they 
were dissatisfied with the verdict, there 
was no other course they could pursue, 
amd that no further action would be 
taken. Both accompanied Ford's moth- 
er to the Ford bungalow at 25 Bona- 
venture avenue, where the funeral 
services were held at 3 o'clock, 


MAKES THREE 
STATEMENTS. 


The inquest was thorough and ex- 
haustive., The course of the* inquiry 
indicated’ plainly that suspicion had 
been directed at the young widow, who 
made three statements before the coro- 
ner before the proceedings were con- 
cluded. 

Frequently Mrs. Ford, who was garb- 
ed in black, a dark veil falling 
her eyes, and a black-bordered 
kerchief clasped in her fingers, broke 
down under the ordeal as she testi- 
fied to incidents on the morning of the 
tragedy. F 

The theory of suicide was advanced 
by the testimony of Mrs. E. B. Paisley, 
of 21 Bonaventure avenue, next door 
to the Ford home, who was the first 
of the outsiders to reach his side. 

“‘l asked him: ‘Al, how on earth did 
it happen?’” she stated on the stand, 
“and he replied: ‘Mrs. Paisley, I don't 
Know why I did it,’ accenting the word 
‘why,’ as though he had shot himself 
intentionally.” 


THOUGHT FORD 
WOULD RECOVER. 


Explaining why she had not men- 
tioned this before, Mrs. Paisley said: 

“I did not tell it to the detectives 
when they examined me Thursday be- 
cause | thought at that time that Mr. 
Ford was going to recover, and I did 
not want him to have to bear the 
stain of a suicidal attempt, if that was 
what his words to me indicated.” 

That the dead man had been reluct- 
ant to talk about the shooting was 
testified to by many witnesses, includ- 
ing attaches of Grady hospital. 

Iiis mother, Mrs. Wiley, said that he 
had on three occasions made ambigu- 
ous statements, construed to the effect 
that “he had not done it.” Mrs. Wiley 
herself stated that was not posi- 
tive of his exact meaning in this re- 
spect. 

Mrs. Ford was the second witness put 
upon the stand when the inquest was 
begun in the Barclay & Brandon chapel 
at 9 o'clock Sunday morning. <A fair 
sized crowd was in attendance, most of 
its members being acquaintances of the 
principals involved.

Petrograd, September 12.—(Via Lon- 


don.)—Russian torepdo boat destroyers 
and sea planes have béen sent to pur- 
sue German submarines operating near 
the Crimean coast, in the Black sea, ac- 
cording toan official statement by the 
war office last night. The statement, 
which reiterates the report made Sep- 
tember 8 of a “great success” near 
Tarnopol and Trembowla, says: 

“Enemy submarines have been re- 
ported‘in the Black sea, near the coast 
of Crimea. Destoyer and submarines 
have been sent to pursue them. 

“To sum up, the Austrians and Ger- 
mans have been dashing from one side 
to the other trying to strike a decisive 
blow.. The German official statement of 
September 9 contradicts the statement 
made in our communication of Septem- 
ber 8, that we took numerous prisoners 
and captured thirty guns and machine 
guns. 


“The great general staff considers it 
its duty to explain that it always has 
endeavored, within the limits of human 
force and the rules of military art, to 
present each event in its reality, avoid- 
ing “any trace of partiality. Mistakes 
always are possible in the condition of 
excitement, and occasionally of uncer- 
tainty which accompany military action. 
Therefore, desiring to establish with 
certainty our great success near Tarno- 
pol and Trembowla, already proved by 
the action of our troops, the general 
staff postpones its definite reply re- 
garding the trophies taken until it has 
received precise reports from the corps 
engaged. The reports of one of the 
armies engaged on the 8th says that 
of the guns captured we already have 
succeeded in taking within our lines 
six 10-centimer guns and six 15-centi- 
meter guns. The clearness of this doc- 
ument alone makes it impossible to 
doubt our success. 

“Reports from the commander-in- 
chief on the corresponding front, dated 
September 7, state that this stroke was 
planned by the army commander con- 
cerned as the result of information sup- 
plied by scouts. This, therefore, re- 
futes the charge that we made a false 
report regarding the most important 
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event which has occurred recently in 


the ranks of the Russian army.” 


FURTHER PROGRESS 
MADE BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, September 12.—(Via London.) 
Further German progress in Russia is 
claimed in a general staff statement is- 
sued today. No mention is made of 
operations in the Riga district.

GREATER GEORGIA CAMPAIGN. 

With the first public presentation Thurs- 
day night, September 16, at the Atlanta 
Auditorium-Armory, of the picture 
film of Georgia resources and industries, 
there will be launched by the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce and allied interests a 
Greater Georgia campaign, which will be 
conducted for a period of at least three 
years, covering practically the whole of the 
- United States. 

This film of 5,000 feet, which will soon be 
increased to 10,000, showing Georgia’s in- 
dustries and resources in all their varied 
aspects, is an advertisement not of indi- 
vidual or corporate industry, but of all 
Georgia. It is a showing of the state, of its 
mineral, agricultural, manufacturing and 
natural resources in every possible phase; 
and not only that, but it is at the same time 
interesting and entertaining. 

This moving picture film, following its 
presentation at the Atlanta meeting, will be 
shown both throughout the state and all 
over the country. It will be presented from 
Maine to California and from Minnesota to 
Texas. Accompanying it there will be two 
exhibition cars of actual Georgia products 
of every description; and nothing will be 
omitted to show the people of east, north 
and west the multitude of advantages which 
Georgia has to offer. 

Already plans have been made to bring 
a colony of substantial agricultural settlers 
to Georgia from the northwest. The Greater 
Georgia campaign proposes to carry Georgia 
to them in a manner which will make them 
want to come to us. 

it is up to Atlanta and Georgia to see 
that this movement is started off right. 
The Auditorium meeting Thursday night 
should fill the hall to its capacity. Already 
responses to invitations indicate that some 
2,000 Georgians from all parts of the state 
will be here to see it.

NO EARLY PEACE. 

Intimations that Germany and Austria 
are ready to treat for peace, whether com- 
ing through the vatican or from other 
sources, have aroused no false hopes in the 
minds of Americans of an early termina- 
tion to the European war. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the Teutonic allies earnestly desire peace 
negotiations at this time. Having whipped 
while holding the allies in check 
western frontier, their armies are 
in the ascendency. Victorious, they like- 
wise face possible early collapse through 
bankruptcy, exhaustion and inability to ob- 
tain munitions and supplies from outside. 

There is every reason to believe, there- 
fore, that under present circumstances, feel- 
ing that she would be able in part, at least, 
to dictate terms, Germany signified her 
willingness to Pope Benedict to enter nego- 
tiations, and that informally, at least, that 
message was conveyed to President Wilson 
through Cardinal Gibbons. 

if Germany had made direct representa- 
tions on the subject to the United States 
with the request that the communication 
be made to the allies, it would have been 
a very different matter. But it is apparent 
that President Wilson cannot act upon the 
suggestion from the vatican, if it be such, 
without grave violation of neutrality, par- 
ticularly where it is so manifestly well- 
known that the allies are not at this time 
ready to entertain the subject. 

We know and the world knows that 
short of actual defeat, which is not an- 
ticipated, the allies will hold out for the 
restoration of Belgium; possibly not so 
much for the sake of Belgium, itself, as 
for what that restoration would mean in 


Russia, 
on the 


the lesson proposed to be administered to 
Germany. Back of that is the determina- 
tion to destroy, insofar as is possible, the 
so-called militarism which is the basis of 
the German social and industrial fabric. 

The United States cannot, and will not, 
interfere at this time except upon the ex- 
pressed desire or willingness on the part 
of both belligerent parties. There has been 
no such expression from either, and it is 
not anticipated there will be at this time. 

Neither side is as yet prepared to give 
in to the demands of the other, nor is there 
any present likelihood that either will do it 
short of exhaustion, which must come long 
before there could be any possibility of prac- 
tical annihilation. 

In fact, Germany’s intimated desire for 
negotiations is evidently based upon proba- 
ble exhaustion at no distant date. The 
kaiser was quoted as having said some 
months ago that the first of October would 
see the termination of the war. Some will 
figure out a possible connection between 
this statement and the vatican intimations 
now widely discussed. 

It would be folly to suppose that in view 
of this admitted weakness, notwithstand- 
ing German victories in Russia, the allies 
would permit Germany in any sense to dic- 
tate terms. | 

There is no apparent hope for present 
peace. Unless Germany is much nearer the 
point of exhaustion than we have reason 
to believe, judging by her performances as 
well as her claims, the fighting will con- 
tinue. With the advantages held by the 
allies, it is certain to continue until Ger- 
many, in great measure, at least, is com- 
pelled to submit to the terms which they see 
fit to propose. 


TRAINING AN ARMY. 


In a communication addressed to The 
Constitution, Mayor George R. Kline, of 
Moultrie, calls interesting attention to the 
value of militarizing the high schools of the 
country. Public sentiment is more and 
more reaching appreciation of the impor- 
tance of some action on the part of the 
federal government, which will supply it in 
case of emergency with a reserve force well 
trained and equipped for duty. 

The Constitution has both discussed and 
urged the value of the plan of militarizing 
the high schools of the United States, con- 


cerning which Mr. Kline writes: 

Editor Constitution: At this particu- 
lar time the attention of the nation is 
directed towards “preparedness,” for 
the eventuality of war, and our great 
lack of a standing army. Why would 
it not be a good idea for the nation to 
militarize our public schools by plac- 
ing instructors in them and furnishing 
the necessary equipment? In my opin- 
ion we could in this way train up a 
great army of the very best material 
on earth, and increase the efficiency 
of a volunteer army at least 100 per 
cent. This would also give our boys 
splendid training, increasing their 
physical vigor at a critical time in 
life, teaching them the lesson of obedi- 
ence, and placing them in a position 
to officer a great army. 

It weuld not be necessary to do this 
by compulsion, but simply by choice, 
and I warrant the assertion that all of 
the schools would gladly take advan- 
tage of it.

The United States war department now 
provides in a desultory and rather careless 
sort of a way for the militarizing of a num- 
ber of colleges and preparatory. schools 
throughout the country. But the system as 
at present conducted is inefficient and its 
extent is so small as to make the result 
almost negligible. 

The federal government would have no 
difficulty in building a splendidly adequate 
voluntary reserve if it would make general 
application of these principles to every high 
school in the country that would accept it; 
and, more than this, it should make military 
training of students compulsory upon every 
college or other educational institution re- 
ceiving government aid. 

The truth of the matter is that those 
few institutions which now have military 
departments because of the fact that they 
are assisted by the government, maintain 
them simply to comply with the government 
requirements. Military instruction is given 
in such a listless and careless sort of way 
that it becomes a mere pretense rather than 
a genuine government service. There is 
not one in a dozen of these institutions that 
is not a sham so far as real military train- 
ing is concerned. 

There is not a question that if the op- 
portunity were given for instruction and 
these institutions were supplied with rea- 
sonable equipment, nine out of ten of them 
would gladly take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity for furnishing this instruction and at 
the same time giving the young men attend- 
ing them that exercise and disciplinary 
training which they so much need. 

There is a splendid opportunity here for 
the fedeal government to build in a com- 
paratively short time a reserve force of hun- 
dreds of thousands, through voluntary serv- 
ice and without in any sense adopting the 
obnoxious militaristic principles of the 
European monarchies. 
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Says George Bailey: “If you lose sight 
of the feol who occasionally preaches the 
doctrine of free love it is possible you may 
find him either in the hospital or at the un- 
dertaker’s.”

Plenty of Georgia Room 
For Desirable Colonization 


Editor Constitution: I feel very much in- 
terest in the plans and purposes of the South- 
ern Settlement and Development organiza- 
tion, of Baltimore, for the reason that I am 
confident that it can be made an agency 
of immense benefit to Georgia and the south. 

The question is, is there need for emi- 
grants or immigrants in Georgia and in 
other cotton states? Is there a place for 
number of farmers, of the 
desirable class, who, in swelling our 44.4 
souls to the square mile up to 75 or 100, 
would also increase the productivity of a 
waiting and willing soil to the high point of 
which it is unquestionably capable. 

There is room—abundant room. As indi- 
cated, we have now in Georgia only 44.4 
people per square mile. During the decade 
just past, 1900-1910, our population increased, 
in that important respect, less than seven 
souls. Were you aware of the fact? Does 
it not interest you? Why, if the 44.4 peo- 
ple (say 45) were placed equa-distant over a 
square mile, and every babe given the strong 
voice a strong-throated man, and each in- 
structed to hallo to the person next him, 
not one could hear the other! 

Georgia, with her blue sky, her match- 
less clima.e and fertile soil, with only 44.4 
people to the square mile! Sweden, far up 
in the frozen zone, has a population of 29.2 
souls per square mile! 

More people, of the class in view, 
mean better roads, more and better schools 
and churches, community interest in the 
country, a greater variety of crops and larger 
crops, greater wealth nicely distributed, 
lighter taxes and countless other blessings. 

Think of the these two facts: Reason out 
the basis on Which they rest. 

Fact number one: The foreign-born pop- 
ulation of Georgia is only 0.6 per cent of 
the state’s entire population. 

Fact number two: The foreign-born pop- 
ulation of the south Atlantic states is only 
2.2 per cent of the entire population of those 
states. 

Is there room for a desirable class of em- 
igrants or immigrants in south Georgia? 

Draw a straight line from Springfield, in 
Effingham county, to and through Cuthbert, 
in Randolph county, and on to the state 
line. South of that line is a section of 
country as beautiful, as well-watered and as 
fertile ‘as can be found anywhere in the 
whole world. That belt of country em- 
braces forty-four counties. The average 
population per square mile, by counties, is 
32.7 souls. he’ average population per 
square mile, by rural districts, is 28.5 souls. 

How sparsely settled is that very “land 
of Goshen!” 

The people of those counties own 151,000 
milk cows, 393,000 other cattle, 1,160,000 swine 
and 120,000 sheep. 

The people of those counties produced in 
1914 27,000,000 bushels of corn, 4,000,000 
bushels of oats, 73,000 tons of hay, 905,000 
bales of cotton and 2,900,000 bushels of sweet 
potatoes to say nothing of large crops of 
other products. 

May we not with perfect propriety des- 
ignate the first of the two statements just 
made as “exhibit A?’ 

May we not with equal propriety desig- 
nate the second statement just made as “ex- 
hibit B?” 

Understand me. I am not advocating any 
special policy for any one of the forty-four 
counties, but 1 am seeking to interest the 
people in the plans of the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development organization, of Bal- 
timore., In this connection, it is proper that 
I should say that I am not in any way con- 
nected with that organization. This arti- 
cle will be a surprise to the officers of that 
organization.

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SHRIMP AND OYSTER INDUSTRY 
HANDICAPPED BY GEORGIA LAW 


However unusual it may appear, it is true 
that a practically new and now fast-develop- 
ing enterprise in Georgia, one which has 
prospect of far more than doubling itself in 
the next few years, is in serious danger of 


being handicappd to a point wherein devel- 
ment and progress will be estopped by the 
enforcement of state laws. 

Down on the coast counties of Georgia, 
including Chatham, Bryan, McIntosh, Glynn 
and Camden, the shrimp and oyster industry 
has grown to be quite a considerable one. 
It represents now more than a million dol- 
lars a year, and is in only its early stakes 
of development. In one of the canning fac- 
tories and shipping plants there are em- 
ployed at this time a little more than 500 
laborers, who prepare and handle products 
which go all over the state. From the 
points where shrimp particularly are han- 
died, in season, the carriers are doing a 
constantly increasing large business. 

And now arises, at a time when more at- 
tention has been turned to the enlargement 
of that enterprise than ever before, the dan- 
ger that conscientious enforcement of the 
laws of the state, as they stand on the 
statute books, will not alone endanger but 
will actually cut off and cripple one of the 
state’s most profitable enterprises at a time 
when its prospects for the future are at their 
brightest, 

Game Warden's Duties. 

A section in the act creating the fish and 
gzame department of the state says: “The 
game commissioner and wardens shall see 
that the laws pertaining to fish are rigidly 
enforced.” 

Another “If any person 
shall catch or take y fish with seine, 
net, gig or spear, or like device, from any 
of the waters of this state, between the first 
day of February and the first day of July 
in each year, except with hook and line, he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

These two sections are the obstacle in 
this enterprise’s way. Heretofore, it has 
been the custom not to enforce the provisions 
of the last. quoted section during certain 
of the prohibited months, because of the 
very fact that it would work to the detriment 
of this new enterprise, but the present game 
and fish commission administration’s policy 
is that of enforcing all the laws that have 
been put upon the statute books for enforce- 
ment—and yet the commissioner is anxious 
to aid in the development of the shrimp and 
oyster enterprise of the state. 

Therein is the double dilemma. 

As the state law now stands, only a 
tle more than half of what is really 
marketing season for shrimp and 
remains open. Commonly. that 
designated all over the country as_ the 
“months with an R” and in three of those 
months—February, March and April—the law 
prevents the taking of any fish in Georgia, 
except with hook and line, which practically 
eliminates the taking of shrimp durrng the 
three months mentioned.

On this the commissioner shall 
termine whether or not the described prop- 
erty is leasable. The expense of this is 
upon the applicant when award is made to 
nim or them. The first application filed 
Shall have precedence when two or more are 
filed for the same location, and when the 
made the locetion shall be staked 
off and marked; all such leases to be limited 
to five years. Rentals under these leases 
shall be not less than $1 per acre. 

All boats engaging in any part of this 
business shall be licensed and recorded on 
the basis of tonnage, at the rate of $1 
per ton or fractional part, licenses to be 
effective for a period of one year, and spe- 
cial provision is made that it shall be un- 
lawful to “take, catch or tong oysters from 
any of the private or public beds of the state 
between sunset and sunrise.”’ 

The present defect in the laws, which work

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LABOR IS DEFENDED 
IN STATEMENT MADE 
BY JEROME JONES 


Replying to the statement of Superintend- 
ent Landrum that the completion of the new 
city school buildings had been delayed be- 
cause the laborers worked only eight hours 
per day, Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal 
of Labor, stated that he regretted that such 
a statement had come from an educator in 
the city. He pointed out that the eight-hour 
day was recognized by all students of eco- 
nomic problems as the first necessity for the 
proper development of the laboring classes. 

“T was amazed to read in the morning pa- 
pers that Superintendent Landrum blamed 
the delay in the completion of the city school 
buildings on the eight-hour day,” he said.

Fur- 
thermore, it is by reason of the eight-hour 
period that the laboring man hopes to re- 
ceive through association with his children 
while they are going to school some degree 
of that refinement of which conditions have 
deprived him hitherto.”

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COTTON REACHES 
NEW filGh LEVELS 


Buying Stimulated by Flood 
of Unfavorable Crop Ac- 
counts and Reports of Bet- 
ter Spot Demand. 


New Orleans, September 12.—A wave 
ef bullish sentiment swept the cotton 
‘market last week, causing heavy trad- 
-ing and putting prices up to new high 
levels for the season. At the highest 
the trading months were 59 to 61 points 
over the previous week's final figures; 
the close was at a net gain for the 
week of 45 to 50 points. 

Buying was stimulated by a flood of 
unfavorable crop accounts from th-« 
belt and reports of a better spot de- 
mand. Texas sent in the worst ac- 
counts, claiming damavre by recent 
weather conditions and also much in- 
jury through the increase in insects. 
Over the belt generally spot prices 
were higher and improvement in de- 
mand was noted. This feature caused 
more or less argument, bears claiming 
spots were fatlewine futures and that 
much of the cotton purchased would 
be delivered on contracts. Bulls con- 
tended that spinners were entering the 
market anew; that foreign interests 
were buying and storing in this coun- 
try and that the improvement in for- 
eign exchange and the visit to this 
country of financial representatives of 
foreign governments marked a favor- 
able change in the export situation. 

The political situation was the one 

reat unfavorable infivence, although 
ts effect was, to a great extent, lost 
because of bullish enthusiasm, but, on 
the week-end, market circulars called 
special attention to it as holding un- 
favorable possibilities for this week. 
Should friction between the 
powers and this country Increase, bears 
confidently expect the rise to be check- 
ed and to be followed by a reaction due 
to liquidation of the long account. 

Bulls predicted higher values than 
have yet been seen cause they con- 
sidered the foreign exchange market 
is now being put in a way to take 
on almost normal conditions and be- 
cause of the crop damage in the belt 
which their correspondents report.
